He Daineft, Vulcan Shoe Hospital 
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HUNGARIAN PARTRIDGE 


It has recently been brought to our 
attention that there ia a movement on 
foot to clot* off esthrely the shooting 
of Hungarian patgMge during 1922 
with the intention of increasing their 
numbers, as an aid in combating the 
grasshopper and other pests with 
which this district, and others in the 
southern part of the province, have 
been bothered for the past three years. 
Ititherefore might not be out of place, 
and may perhaps be of interest to 
your readers to give a short history 
of this bird’s introduction hereabouts, 
with some comments on the habits of 
the bird and the experence had with 
it in other lands; for it must not be 
overlooked the Hungarian partridge 
is not indigenous to Alberta. 

In 1908 or 1909 the local sportsmen 
of southern Alberta contributed $2,500 
which amount was supplemented by 
the Alberta government to the extent 
of $500 and with the funds thus 
secured 300 pairs of Hungarian par¬ 
tridges were imported. These were 
liberated south, all the.way from Cal¬ 
gary to High River, and north to Alix. 
Nothing was heard of them for some 
years except isolated reports from 
ranchers and farmers that they had 
seen unfamiliar birds. However b^ 
1913 they had brought themselves to 
the attention of the sportsmen to such 
an extent that the Alberta government 
in 1913 established an open season of 
two months, October and November. 
In those two months it was permis¬ 
sible to bag five per day with a max¬ 
imum of 25'birds for the season. In 
1921 the birds had increased to such 
an extent that this limit was raised to 
10 per day with a maximum of 50 
birds for the season. In 1913 the

Premier Greenfield has received, 
along with the premiers of Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan, a definite offer 
from Premier McKenzie King, of the 
Dominion government with respect to 
the transference of the natural re¬ 
sources from control of the Dominion 
government to the three provincial 
governments mentioned. 

Premier Greenfield informed the 
legislature on Tuesday that this offer 
had been received and was now being 
considered by the provincial govern¬ 
ment. In brief the offer of Premier 
King is that the governments of the 
“three prairie provinces relinquish the 
subsidies now being received in lieu of 
the lands of the provinces in control 
oLih^ Dominion, and in return receive 
these lands and natural resources. In 
this way, all transactions of the past 
would be ignored. Premier King 
states, however, that should the pro¬ 
vinces wish., an accounting of past 
transactions, he would not object to 
such -an accounting by an independent 
tribunal. Premier Greenfield has not 
yet intimated what the Alberta gov¬ 
ernment’s attitude toward the offer 
will be. He promised to keep the 
legislature fully informed as to the 
progress of negotiations.' 

Public accounts for the past year 
tabled by Premier Greenfield in the 
house, show a deficit on operation of 
$2,118,209.66, the total expenditure 
from general revenue account having 
been $10,605,155.91, while the total 
revenue received was $8,486,946.25. 
There is $5,400,000 in outstanding ac¬ 
counts still to be collected from 
various sources.

THE SHEEP INDUSTRY 


Visiting 


George Hoadley, the minister of 
agiiculture for Alberta, has been sub¬ 
ject to considerable unjust and unfair 
criticism during the past fortnight in 
connection with the sheep question, 
.and frequently by men who did not 1 
know what they were talking about. 
We happen to know that Mr. Hoadley 
so far back as three or four months 
ago- authorized one of the officials of 
the agricultural department, Mr. Car¬ 
lyle, to investigate the sheep market 
in B.C. and we also know that the re¬ 
commendations made by Mr. Carlyle 
were accepted by the minister of agri¬ 
culture, with the idea of developing a 
breed of sheep that was in demand by 
the mutton eating population ot 
British Columbia. Mr. Hoadley is to 
be commended for his enterprise in 
trying to raise the standard of the 
sheep industry for the province is be¬ 
ing infested by a mongrel breed of 
sheep for which there is no market, 
and they will prove as unprofitable as 
the light mongrel horse is at present. 
What we want today in Alberta, is the 
production of a breed of horpes, cat¬ 
tle, hogs and sheep for which there is 


limited number 
1913 up until the present time an open 
season of at least one month, in the 
fall of the year, has been granted to 
the sportsmen in which to hunt this 
premier game bird. 

Since 1913, in the face of the shoot¬ 
ing permitted, these birds have in¬ 
creased at a tremendous pace, until 
today there are several coveys to al¬ 
most every field. Right Within the 
town limits there are at least four or 
five coveys of Hungarians wintering 
now. One covey can be seen almost 
any day near Mr. Alex Thompson’s 
place. Mr. Kiser tells us there are 
about 25 wintering around his cor¬ 
rals. On Mr. Andrew Dollar’s farm 
there are approximately 60 birds. On 
Mr. Lecuyer’s farm about the same 
number and we venture to say the 
same ratio of birds obtains for almost 
the whole of the High River district. 
It must therefore be quite apparent 
there is an abundance of seed birds. 

We believe that the agitation for a 
close season on this bird arises largely 
from lack of experience concerning 
(Its habits, and ability to evade the 
hunter, not to mention its fecundity. 
Nests have been found with 22 eggs in 
them, 21 of which hatched. This is 
a proven fact. Coveys of anywhere 
from 18 to 26, in the fall of the year 
when the birds have reached maturity, 

| are common. It will therefore be seen 
that this bird increases at a rapid rate. 

1 These are those who claim one pair of 
birds will raise two broods in one sea- 
• son. 

It must not be overlooked that the 
Hungarian partridge is an extremely 
shorty bird and is quite capable of 
| holding its own with the average 
j sportsman. The amount of hunting 
and shooting that is done in an en¬ 
deavor to bring it to bag is no indica¬ 
tion of the number of birds killed, 
and because a man takes an afternoon 
off to commune with nature and' inci- j 
dentally to bag some Hungarians is 
certainly no guarantee bis shooting 
coat will bulge with them before even¬ 
ing. At the same time this hunting 
and shooting breaks up the coveys 
which is a distinct advantage so far 
as keeping the birds healthy'and 
strong is concerned. In our experience 
no one covey can be followed until it 
is cleaned out entirely and it is an 
undoubted fact to obtain the legal 
limit of 40 birds in any day a sports¬ 
man has to be above the average so 
far as skill with the shot gun is con¬ 
cerned and, fn addition, to be possessed 
of considerable stamina to stand the 
exertion required to obtain this num¬ 
ber of birds. 

We are greatly in sympathy with 
any expedient' that will help us to get 
rid of the grasshoppers, but it seems 
to us that the agitation now before 
he Legislative Assembly in Edlmonton 
is ifi a fair way to defeat its own ob¬ 
ject, nottaking into consideration the 
fact that we are told 1 the men in 
charge of the Dominion experimental 
farm at Lethbridge, who have studied 
the grasshopper situation, make the 
statement that they feel fairly eonfi- 
dent the grasshopper pest reached its 
height of destructibillty in 1921 and 
that this pest will likely disappear in 
.1922. 

The Hungarian partridge is the 
same bird, we are told, as the English 
partridge, or in any event is so much 
like it that those acquainted with both

birds can find no difference and the 
habits of the two are identical. In 
England and Scotland, where this bird 
is highly prized, the owners of large 
estates make it a point to break up 
the coveys by shooting. It is claimed 
over there, and they have had long 
experience, that unless the coveys are 
broken up inbreeding results and as 
a consequence birds lose virility and 
become barren. It would therefore 
appear that unless we continue to per¬ 
mit the shooting of this valuable game 
bird our coveys will deteriorate and 
ihstead of more bifds we will find our¬ 
selves with less.

Southern Alberta has obtained a 
great deal of advertising from this 
magnificent game bird during the past 
six months through articles appearing 
in sporting magazines and we are in¬ 
formed that letters are now pouring 
into Calgary asking about it. The 
men interested are men with money 
and if the Hungarian will induce them 
to pay us a isvit who knows but what 
they may invest some of their funds 
amongst us. 

Because the sportsmen were instru¬ 
mental in introducing this bird to our 
country and it was their money in the 
ratio of 6 to 1 which brought them 
here would it not be reasonable to ar¬ 
gue that the sportsmen should have 
a vote in the ratio of 5 to 1 as to 
whether an open or closed season 
should be had. \_/ 

In any event we cannot see how 
closing the season the fall of this year 
on these birds is going to keep down 
during 1922 the grasshopper pest for 
the simple reason that by the time 
the shooting season comes along’ in 
October the grasshoppers will have 
disappeared for that year. On 'the 
other hand if you want more and 
stronger birds in 1923 follow the ad¬ 
vice of those acquainted with this bird 
in the Old Country and break up the 
coveys by shooting in the fall of 1922.

Production of coal in Alberta to¬ 
talled 6,927,270 tons in 1921, says the 
report of the Provincial Coal Mines 
Branch given to the house by Premier 
Greenfield. This was a decrease of 
981,663 tons from 1920. A total of. 
3,429,960 tons was consumed in the 
province, the balance being shipped 
out. A total of 133,823 tons going to 
the United States. During the year 
333 coal mines were in operation. 
Ninety coal mines were opened, 17 re¬ 
opened and 17 abandoned. In addition 
33 closed in 1920 were abandoned and 
43 closed temporarily. Number of 
persons employed last year was 12,204, 
or 143 less than in December 1920. A 
total of 62,406 tons of briquettes was 
produced. The Crows’ Nest field pro¬ 
duced 1,272,181 tons, the Lethbridge 
field 776,667 tons, the Drumheller 
field 992,456 tons, the* Brazeau field 
479,705 tons, the Clover Bar field 868,- 
047 tons, Edmonton field 87,396 tons, 
Cardiff field 135,491 tons, and the 
Canmore field 206,267 tons. Domestic 
coal produced totalled 2,943,111 tons, 
bituminous 2,887,185 tons and anthra¬ 
cite 96,974 tons.

PROVINCIAL POLICE REPORT 


A total of 16,084 cases were handled 
in police courts in the province during 
the past year, according to the annual 
report of the Alberta Provincial Police 
given to the legislature on Thursday. 
Of this number the provincial force 
took care of 6,861 cases, and 9,233 
cases were handled by the city police 
of Edmonton, Calgary, Lethbridge, 
Medicine Hat and Red Deer. ' 

The provincial police set a good 
record for convictions, obtaining con¬ 
victions in 85 per cent, of the cases. 
There were 1,226 convictions under 
The Liquor Act. Uniformed police 
handled 1,002 of these and the liquor 
squad 264 of them. There was a de¬ 
crease of 177 liquor cases frond920. 
The force now includes nine officers 
and 176 noA-commissioned officers and 
men. The provincial police during the 
year assisted the Dominion inland 
revenue department in handling illicit 
stills, handling 91 cases under The 
Dominion Ant.

The Presbytery of High River met 
in the Union church, Okotoks, on Mon¬ 
day, March 6, 1922. There was a 
large attendance of ministers, and a 
greater number of elders than is 
usual at this season of the year. Rev. 
G. W. Langille was elected moderator 
for the ensuing year. 

Rev. A. MacWilliams of Dinton, and 
Rev. G. W. Langille were appointed 
commissioners to the general assem¬ 
bly which it to meet in Winnipeg on 
the first Wednesday in June. The 
congregations of Dinton and Gladys, 
nominate commissioners from their 
and Tongue Creek were asked to 
respective sessions. 

Messrs. George Mclrvine and Wm. 
Rlair were asked to act as assessors 
for the election and ordination of eld¬ 
ers in Tongue Creek congregation. 

The remit sent down to Presby¬ 
teries regarding the composition of 
the general assembly suggesting a 
change of from orte in six, to one in 
twelve, was not agreed to by Presby¬ 
tery. The suggestion was made that 
it was more in the interests of the 
church as a whole that the proportion 
remain as it was. No action was 
taken regarding an increase of the 
powers of synods. 

The report of the general interests 
committee, presented by Mr. Kidd 
elicited quite a healthy discussion, 
especially that part of the report deal¬ 
ing with the craze for amusement in 
our day and the prevalence of gamb¬ 
ling, and certain kinds of daneing. It 
was felt that neither Christian min¬ 
isters, S.S. teachers, Christian parents 
nor any other Christian worker should 
by his presence, or even by his silence 
sanction much that is being done in 
the way of amusement today. The 
difficulty is for the Christian to speak 
and not be misrepresented. The fol¬ 
lowing resolution, submitted by the 
convener, was ultimately passed with¬ 
out a dissenting voice: In view of the 
debasing character of some of the 
modem dances and the danger arising 
‘therefrom to the character and life of 
out~ - young people, we the ministers 
and elders of High River Presbytery 
believe it to be our duty to ask our 
people "lb use their influence to put 
this evil thing down. 

Another resolution submitted by the 
same convener and carried was as 
follows: .That we encourage as much 
as we possibly can the old fashioned 
custom of family worship in the home. 
And in order to aid the parents in 
the performance of this duty, each 
minister be instructed to secure a sup¬ 
ply of the “cycle of prayer” for use 
by his people. 

Other reports were submitted by the 
home mission convener, and the con¬ 
vener on foreign missions. Presby¬ 
tery decided to place an ordained man 
on the central Foothill field, extend¬ 
ing from Fosk to Beaver Creek, if by 
any means such a man can be secured. 
Presbytery instructed the convener to 
ask the Home Mission Board for 
11,700.00 for salary, $200.00 for house 
rent, and $300.00 for horse hire. In 
the event of no ordained man being 
available, then if possible we will send 
student missionaries to Fosk, and 
Beaver Creek in the Foothill field; and 
also to Alston, Harmony, Meadow 
Creek, and Ensign, Red Cross, etc.

mitted to these clinics. Each child is 
given a complete physical examina¬ 
tion and a record is kept of all cases. 
Defects are noted and treatment 
cases referred to the family doctor. 
Pre-natal clinics are held weekly, and 
many mothers are taking advantage 
of them. The total number in’atten¬ 
dance at these clinics during 1921 was 
3,737, there having been 201 clinics 
held. The nurses made 4,849 visits to 
the homes in “follow-up” work from 
these clinics. 

As many as 60 children have attend¬ 
ed one of these clinics at one time. 
Three public health nurses are ‘ on 
duty at these clinics, those not en¬ 
gaged in clinics spending their time 
visiting the'hoiries. On these visits 
mothers are given instruction in the 
care and feeding' of children. In 
cases of'illness, they show the mother 
how to give baths, take ..temperatures, 
erect croup tents or give any other 
necessary instruction. 

Gratifying results have been ob¬ 
tained from the work done by the 
public health nurses in malnutrition.

The government’s policy on tech¬ 
nical education was outlined last 
week in a statement made by Hon. 
Perrin Baker, minister of education, to 
the newspapers given in response to 
some criticism that the government 
was neglecting this branch of educa¬ 
tion. * 

“It is the intention to continue a 
vigorous policy on technical educa¬ 
tion,” said Mr. Baker, "having due 
regard to the needs of the situation.” 

The resignation of D. A. Campbell, 
director of technical education for the 
province, who is to resume a position 
in the teaching profession in Ontario, 
where he taught previously for 26 
years has been misinterpreted by some 
to mean that the government is throw¬ 
ing up its hands in the matter of 
technical education, but such is not 
the case, declares Mr.- Baker.

tion show that Alberta has not been 
behind in technical education in the 


past. In 1920 the province used $23,- 
374.21 from the Dominion government, 
being 55 per cent, of the total amount 
available. Quebec stood next having 
used 52 ppr cent, of the amount avail¬ 
able. B. C. used 44 per cent, Saskat¬ 
chewan 1.5; Manitoba 9.2; Ontario 
49 per cent.; New Brunswick 11 per 
cen.; Nova Scotia 28 per cent.; Prince 
Edward Island nothing. In 1921 Al¬ 
berta used the entire amount available 
from the Dominion government, being 
$47,050 for the current year and $65,- 
508.80 remaining from 1920. Some 
idea of the work done in technical 
education since 1918 is given in the 
following figures: 

In 1918 and 1919 commercial schools 
were in existence in Calgary, Edmon¬ 
ton and Lethbridge, day technical 
schools in Calgary and Edmonton, and 
evening technical schools in Calgary 
and Edmonton. In addition 61 stu¬ 
dents were in attendance at night 
schools at other centres in the pro¬ 
vince. In 1920-1921 the enrolment in 
the commercial schools was Calgary 
262, Edmonton 212, Lethbridge 39; in 
the technical day .schools, Calgary 234, 
Edmonton 269; in provincial technical 
institute Calgary day 189, night 227, 
correspondence 220. In three part 
time schools, day Calgary 47, Edmon¬ 
ton 115, technical institute 24; in nine 
coal mining schools 161; in five steam 
engineering schoolsj)09; in three 
night commercial j4ehools, Calgary 
202, Edmontoi^-47/ Lethbridge 66; in 
seven motor engineering schools 188; 
in two correspondence schools 220. 
Vocational evening classes were car¬ 
ried on in 27 centres throughout the 
province. 

Further extension of the work 
which has been accomplished by the 
public health nurses of the provincial 
department of health in the past year 
or two, is being planned by the de¬ 
partment for the coming year, it is 
announced. -/ 

During 1921, there were 16 of these 
public health nurses at work in the 
province, in addition to the district 
nurses who are doing pioneer work in 
the districts where no doctors reside. 
In 1922, it is the intention to have 21 
public health . nurses on duty in 
various parts of the province. It is 
also the intention of the department 
to establish public health stations at 
many points throughout the province, 
frtm where health literature will be 
distributed, and where periodical in¬

tion will be given by the public health 
nurses. It is proposed to invite the 
co-operation of volunteer organiza¬ 
tions in the towns and districts in the 
establishment and maintenance of 
these public health stations, the pur¬ 
pose being to maintain some depot 
where information on public health 
matters may be obtained, i'bis will 
obviate the necessity of delay in re¬ 
ceiving information from the depart¬ 
ment at Edmonton. 

Something of the work of these 
public health nurses is told in reports 
recently prepared by the nurses’ 
branch of the health department. 

The health inspection of the schools 
in the various districts has been car¬ 
ried on during tlie past year by 11 
nurses who have covered a large por¬ 
tion of the province with the use of a 
car. The number of school children in¬ 
spected throughout the province last 
year was 10,485. 

In addition to the clinical work done 
.by the nurses in the various districts, 
two child welfare clinics were estab¬ 
lished permanently during the sum¬ 
mer of 1920, one at Edmonton and the 
other at Medicine Hat. Babies and
